The grandmother, Mrs. Carl 
W. Lindner Sr., Ladue road, 
Creve Coeur, wept as she held 


Sandra Lindner, 11 years old, | 


and Linda, 5, in a farewell em- 
brace. Both she and her hus- 
band paid little heed to their 
daughter-in-law. who was wait- 
ing to take her daughters to 
her home in Ballwin. 

The grandparents were given 
custody of the children in a 
decree last June 24 by Circuit | 
Judge Raymond E. LaDriere at 
Clayton, in a habeas corpus 
action brought by them. The 
grandparents charged the 
mother was unfit to bring up 
the children. 

The younger Lindner died | 
of a wound after he _ had 
stabbed his wife and Charles 
A. Garlock, a landscaper, in a 
fight in the Linder’s home in 
Ellisville. Garlock said the 
early morning fight started 
during a discussion about his 
friendship with Mrs. Carl Lind- 
ner Jr. 

No one could be found who 
saw Lindner stabbed, and a 
coroner’s verdict of suicide was 
returned. Mrs. Lindner Jr., in 
hearings conducted by Com- 
missioner John J. Wolfe of the 
St. Louis Court of Appeals, tes- 
tified that prior to her hus- 
band's death she had _ been 
meeting Garlock three or four 
times a week in taverns. 

Garlock was found dead of 
natural causes in his automo- 


bile in St. Louis county last 
July 23. 
The hearings were held in 


September, after Mrs. Lindner 
Jr. had filed a habeas corpus 
petition in the appellate court 
seeking to regain custody of hen 
daughters. 

Presiding Judge Edward 
Ruddy read the court's decision 
today, which said that, while 
the girls are “well loved and 
cared for by the grandparents, 
they are not well adjusted to

FRENCH PROTEST 


Washington and Lon- 
don Fear 
Will Provide 
Supplies if Western 
Nations Do Not.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (AP) 
—In the face of French objec- 


tions, the United States an- 
nounced today it is sending 
500 M-1 rifles and 50,000 
rounds of ammunition to Tu- 
nisia and that Britain is de- 
livering other arms. 

A State Department state- 
ment expresséd regret that 


“the government of France has 
not found it possible to asso- 


ciate itself with the supply of 
arms to Tunisia.” 
As a matter of policy, the 


American declaration asserted, 
“the Western countries should 
provide to Tunisia, which has 
freely chosen to identify itself 
with the West, the opportunity 
to purchase its means of de- 
fense from Western sources.” 

Informants said the initial 
shipment of arms’ by Britain 
and the United States jointly 
would provide about 1500 rifles 
along with the 50,000 rounds 
of ammunition. The statement 
implied there would be other 
shipments later, 


London Statement. 


London, a Foreign Of- 
spokesman said _ Britain 
was sending 350 sub-machine 
guns and 70 Bren guns with 
ammunition as a “token con- 
signment.”’) 

The new French government 
of Premier Felix Gaillard had 
canceled an earlier tentative 
arrangement for France to sup- 
ply arms to Tunisian Presi- 
dent Habib Bourguiba. It had 
also objected strenuously to 
any other Western nation doing 
so.

Tells Business Men 
That Foreign Aid Is 
‘Absolutely Essential 
to Hold Together the 
Free World.’ 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (AP) 
—Secretary of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles said yesterday the 
American people “may have to 
give up some small marginal 
freedoms” to cope with Soviet 
world pressures. The statement 
was made in a speech to the 
National Defense Executive Re- 
serve. 

He did not say what free- 
doms might have to be relin- 
quished but indicated they 
were connected with forming 
an international front against 
hostile Communism and mak- 
ing financial sacrifices to keep 
the West strong. 


“But the essential thing is 
whether we can retain the 
great bulk of our freedoms 


and at the same time beat back 


this great monolithic § struc- 
ture,” Dulles said. | 
“| have no doubt it can be 


done, and with results that will 


spread freedom across. the 
world.” 

Aid Termed Essential. | 

Dulles said that while for- 


eign aid is not too popular in 
this country it is “absolutely 
essential to hold together the 
free world.” Failure to main- 
taim the foreign aid program, 
he asserted, ‘would involve the 
‘giveaway’ of large parts of the 
free world and would leave 
the United States encircled to 
a point of stranguation.”’ 


The American people must 
accept certain conditions, he 
said, to overcome the great 


volume of concentrated etfort 
being made under the Soviet 
dictatorship. 

He specified two conditions 
—first, “a greater degree olf 
interdependence among the 
free -nations,”” and second, in- 
dividual acceptance of action 
within the United States to 
demonstrate that freedom 1s 
worth while. 

In the latter connection he 
referred to emphasis on moral- 
ity, religion and education, 
without spelling out exactl) 
what he meant. Dulles spoke 
extempecraneously. 

McNeil ‘Guess’ on Spending. 

Assistant Secretary of De- 
fense Wilfred J. McNeil of- 
fered a guess today, on the 
hasis of what the President 
said last night about bigger 
defense spending, that the in- 
crease “would not be great, 
percentagewise.”’ 

McNeil, the Pentagon's top 
finance man, himself called 
his view aS a guess. 

However, McNeil was just 
back from the White House, 
where the National Security 
Council had been in session, 
when he advanced it in an 
address to the National Indus- 
trial Association.

BEGINS MONDAY, 
POELKER SAYS 


Special Staff Assembled 
to Check Alleged 


Tax Irregularities in. 


Division Headed by 
Joseph T. Hayden. 


An audit to determine if 
there have been any irregu- 
larities in the administration 
or payment of merchants and 
manufacturers license taxes 
will begin Monday under the 
direction of Comptroller John 
H. Poelker, he said today. 

A special staff has been as- 
sembled, Poelker reported, to 
begin checking license tax re- 
turns in the office of License 
Collector Joseph  T. (Juggy) | 
Hayden, for a comparison with 
city earnings tax returns filed 
by the same business men and

Poelker said he would con- | 
fer tomorrow with Circuit At- 
torney Thomas F. Eagleton on 
the procedure to be followed. 


Eagleton is conducting an in- 
quiry into allegations that some 
of Hayden’s employes solicited 
or received bribes from mer- 
chants and manufacturers seek- 
ing a reduction in their license 
taxes. 


Plans Complete Check. 


All license tax returns han- 
died by one of the 10 tax dis- 
tricts set up by Hayden’s of- 
fice will be checked first, Poel- 
ker said, Returns filed in the 
other nine districts will be| 
studied on a “spot check” basis. | 
Eventually all license tax re-| 
turns, numbering tbout 13,000, | 
will be checked, the Comptrol- 
ler said. 


Five temporary clerks have 
been employed to assemble in- 
formation from the license tax 
returns on_ special forms. 
Poelker estimated that the first 


phase of this work will take 
about three weeks. The tem- | 
porary employes were _§fur- 


nished by the City Personnel 
Department from persons on 
its merit system eligible list. 

Additional employes with oe 
counting experience will 
hired to assemble for taaiees 
from the same taxpayers’ earn- 
ings tax returns. 

Purpose of the audit and 
comparative tax stuev is not 
only to assist Eagleton’s inquiry | 
but also to ascertain whether | 
any merchants or manufac- 
turers understated the value of 
their inventories and equip- 
ment, and the amount of their 
sales, in connection with their 
license taxes. 

A tax survey made in 1955 
for Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
indicated there were sharp dis- 
crepancies in valuations and 
sales reported for license and 
earnings tax purposes. 

Detailed Statement. 

Eagleton said one of his In- 
vestigators obtained a detailed 
statement today from Erwin 
G. Leiendecker, a South St. 
Louis furniture and appliance 
dealer. who reportedly paid 
$500 over a five-year period, in 
checks made out to cash, in 
connection with his merchants 
license tax. 

‘“‘Leiendecker has been inter- 
viewed in detail by a member 
of my staff in respect to cer- 
tain payments to representa- 
tives of the License Collec- 
tor’s office,” Eagleton said. 

“Further, Leiendecker has 
turned over to me certain 
checks and documents pertain- 
ing to the situation.” 

The Circuit Attorney added 
that he did not want to discuss 
in detail the statement made 
by Leiendecker or other mat- 
ters involved in the case, be- 
cause the matter “‘will be even- 
tually presented to the grand 
jury. 

Four Admit Records. 

Yesterday, City Treasurer 
John J. Dwyer said four per- 
sons employed in his office as 
parking meter inspectors ad- 
mitted they have police rec- 
ords. One of them admitted he 
had served a jail sentence, 
Dwyer reported. 

In addition, Bernard (Bum- 
my) Hughes, a former convict 
who had been employed in 
Dwyer’s office since 1952, quit 
his city job last Friday after 
Gov. James T. Blair expressed 
concern about the employment 
of persons with police records 
in public offices in St. Louis. | 

Previously, inquiry by the 
Post-Dispatch showed that at 
least 14 employes in the office 
of License Collector Hayden 
are known to police. 

Two other elected public of- | 
ficials, Collector of Revenue 
Del L. Bannister and Recorder | 
of Deeds Anthony J. Denny, 
submitted lists of their em- 
ployes to police for a check. 
As a result, eight employes in 
Bannister’s office admitted to 
him, he said, that they have 
been convicted of crimes or 
had records of arrests.

U.S. MAY FACE 
SECOND WAVE OF 
FLU, BURNEY SAYS 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 14 (AP) 
—Dr. Leroy E. Burney, United 
States Surgeon General, said 
today that Asian flu may have 
started its second trip around 
the world. 

Here to attend a meéting of 
the American Public Health 
Association, Dr. Burney said 
in an interview he had learned 
officially that Japan had been 
hit by a second wave of the 
disease, with 300,000 new 
Cases. 

“It is a possibility that 
United States will be 
second time,” he said. 

He added that he had re- 
ceived an unofficial report that 
China was hit by a _ second 
wave of the flu, but that re- 
ports indicated the flu again 
is the mild type in both coun- 
ries. 

Dr. Burney pointed out that 
the first wave of flu in the 
United States has not ended 
and that so far about 700 out 
of the 3000 counties in the na- 
tion have reported epidemics. 

“There is no state in the 
union that has been missed by 
the flu,” he said, but added 
that the United States is the 
only country in the world that 
has developed an effective vac- 
cination program against the 
disease.

The first brief mention 
of that one, by the Soviet news 
agency Tass, came two days 
after it was made. 

Says U. S. Can’t Decree 
Study of Science. 
WILLIAMSBURG, Va., Nov. 
14 (AP)—The federal govern- 
ment “cannot decree the study 
of science,” Henry T. Heald, 
president of the Ford Founda- 
tion, said today. “Perhaps it 
Should not bribe people to do 
so,” he said in a speech at the 
annual meeting of the Council 
of Chief State School Officers.

The real strength with which 
the self-governing democracies 
have met the tests of history is 
something denied to dictator- 
ships. : 

It is found in the quality of 
the vigor of our 
ideals, and the ever-astonishing 
capacity of free men for volun- 
tary heroism, sacrifice and ac- 
complishment when the chips 
are down. 

This is. the weapon which 
has meant eventual dewnfall 
for every dictator who has 
made the familiar mistake of 
thinking all democracies were 
“soft.” 

Now once again, we hear an 
expansionist regime declaring, 
“We will bury you.” 

It would be a grave error 
not to take this kind of threat 


literally. This theme has been| largely replaced anti-aircraft 
Communist doctrine for 100/ artillery, costs three times as 


years. 

You will recall that there 
was once a dictator named. 
Hitler who also said he would | 
bury us. He wrote a long, dull 
book telling precisely how he 
was going to do it. Not enough 
people took him at his word. 

We shall not make that mis- 
take again. 

International Communism 
has demonstrated repeatedly 
that its leaders are quite will- 
ing to launch aggression by 
violence upon the _ territory 
and people of other countries. 
They are even more ready to 
expand by propaganda and 
subversion, economic penetra- 
tion and exploitation, or by a 
en of all three meth- 
ods. 

The free world must be 
alert to all. 

Our military defenses have 
been largely reshaped over | 
the years since World War II. | 
I assure you, as I did last. 
week, that for the conditions | 
existing today they are both 
efficient and adequate. But 
if they are to remain so for | 
the future, their design and | 
power must keep pace with the 
increasing capabilities that sci- 
ence gives to both an aggres- 
sor and a defender. They must | 
continue to perform four main 
tasks: 

1. As a primary deterrent | 
to war, maintain a nuclear | 
retaliatory power of such | 
capacity as to convince the | 
Soviets that any attack on | 
us and our allies would re- | 
sult, regardless of damage to 
us, in their own nation’s de- 
struction. 

2. In co-operation with our 
allies, provide a force struc- 
ture so flexible that it can 
cope quickly with any form 


of aggression against the 
free world. 
3. Keep our home de- 


fenses in a high state of ef- 
ficiency. 

4. Have the reserve 
strength to meet unforeseen 
emergency demands.

fense requires tax money—lots 
of it. During the last five fiscal 
years we have spent 211 bil- 
lion dollars on our security— 
an average of 42 billion dollars 
a year — including our own 
armed services, mutual military 
ald, and the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 

In my judgment, the armed 
forces and their scientific as- 
sociates have, on the whole, 
used this money wisely and 
well. 

Much of it has gone and is 
going «into better and more 
powerful weapons. 

A single B-52 bomber costs 
| $8,000,000. The B-52 wing costs 
‘four times as much as the 
B-36 wing it replaces. 

The Nike missile, which has 


much per battalion. 

A new submarine costs $47,- 
500,000—10 times the cost of 
a World War II submarine. 

And so on, for our entire 
arsenal of weapons. 


5 Billions for Research. 

For some years increasing 
attention has been focused on 
the invention, development 
and testing of even more ad- 
vanced weapons for future use. 
The Defense Department has 
been spending over five billion | 


dollars a year on this kind of | 


research and development. | 

There has been much dis- | 
cussion lately about whether | 
Soviet technological break- 
throughs in particular areas | 
may have suddenly exposed 
us to immediately increased 
danger. 

As I pointed out last week, 
this is not the case. But these 
accomplishments have provided 
us with renewed evidence of 
Soviet competence in stience 
and techniques important to 
modern warfare. We must, and 
do, regard this as a time for 
another critical re-examination 
of our entire defense position. 

The Sputniks have inspired 
a wide variety of suggestions, 
ranging from acceleration of 
missile programs, to shooting 
a rocket around the moon, to 
an indiscriminate increase in 
every kind of military and scl- 
entific expenditure. 

Common sense demands that 


The first of all firsts is our 
nation’s security! 

Over the next three weeks 
I shall be personally making | 
our annual review, with mili-| 
tary and civilian authorities, | 
of our national security activi- | 
ties for the coming year. Then, | 
I shall meet with the legisla- | 
tive leaders of Congress, from | 
both houses and both parties, | 
‘for conferences on policies, ac- | 
‘tions and expenditures. 


| In the meantime, I ask your 


this is not all the story. To provide this kind of de- sober consideration of some of | 
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the actions to which we must 
give our most urgent attention. 

Today a principal deterrent 
to war is the retaliatory nu- 
clear power of our Strategic 
Air Command and onr Navy. 
We are adding missile power 
to these arms and to the Army 
as rapidly as possible. But it 
will be some time before either 
we or the Soviet forces will 
have a long-range missile cap- 
ability equal to even a small 
fraction of the total destructive 
power of our present bomber 
force. 

To continue, over the years 
just ahead, to maintain the 
Strategic Air Command in a 
state of maximum § safety, 
strength and alert, as new 
kinds of threats develop, will 
entail additional costs. 

This means accelerating the 
dispersal of Strategic Air Com- 
mand to additional bases. This 
work, which has been going 
forward for some years, ought 
now to be speeded up. 

Also, with missiles and faster 
bombers, warning times will 
grow shorter. Therefore, we 
have been providing facilities 
for quicker response to emer- 
gency alarm. This too should 
be speeded up—through stand- 
by combat crews, more run- 
ways, more fueling stations, 
and more housing. 

To achieve maximum poss!i- 
ble warning of any future at- 
tack, we must carry on addi- 
tional improvements through- 
out our warning line that are 
now scientifically feasible. 

Another need is to develop 
an active missile defense 
against missiles. This item is 
undergoing intensive research 
and development. 

To maintain and increase 
retaliatory power, we shall be 
adding long-lange missiles, 


both land- and ship-based, to 


our security forces. The tech- 
nicilans tell me that develop- 
ment of the long-range ballistic 
missile cannot be markedly ac- 
celerated by expenditure of 
more money. We are now 
spending more than one billion 
dollars a year on their research 
and testing. But, of course, 
where needed, additional sums 
will be provided. Moreover, 
it ig clear that production, de- 
ployment and installation of 
missiles over the period ahead 
will be costly. 

The military services are 
underpaid. We must be fair 
with them. Justice demands 
this, but also compelling is 
the factor of efficiency in 
our defense forces. We can- 
not obtain and retain the 
necessary level of technical 
proficiency unless officers 
and men in sufficient num- 


bers, will make the armed 
services their careers. 

Now, let’s turn briefly to 
our satellite projects: 

It appears logical that, con- 
fronted with the essential re- 


‘quirements I have indicated 
for defense, we must adopt a 
clear formula to guide us in 
deciding what satellite and 
_outer-space activity to under- 
take. 

Certainly there should be 
two tests in the formula. 

If the project is designed for 
scientific purposes, its size and 
cost must be tailored to the 
scientific job it is going to do. 

If the project has some ul- 
timate defense value, its urgen- 
icy for this purpose is to be 
judged in comparison with the 
probable value of competing 
defense projects. 

Now, all these new costs, 
which in the aggregate will 
reach a very considerable fig- 
ure, must be added to our cur- 
rent annual expenditure for 
security. There is no immedi- 
iate prospect for any marked 
reduction in their recurring 
costs. Consequently, the first 
thing is to search for other 
places to cut expenditures. 

We must once more go over 
all other military expenditures 
with redoubled determination 
to save every dime that can 
possibly be saved. We must 
make sure that we have no 
needless duplication or ob- 
solete programs or facilities. 

The answer does not lie in 
any misguided attempt to 
‘eliminate conventional forces 
'and rely solely on retaliation. 
This course would be complete- 
ly self-defeating. 

Collective Security. 

And, most emphatically, the 
answer does not lie in cutting 
mutual defense funds overseas 
—another important part of 
our nation’s security. We are 
linked with 42 countries by 
military assistance agreements. 
We could not possibly station 
our troops all over the world 
to prevent the overflow of 
Communism. It is much more 
economical and vastly more ef- 
' fective to follow and strengthen 
| our system of collective secur- 
ity. 

The samé applies to eco- 
nomic aid. This kind of assist- 
ance helps others keep free. of 

‘dependence upon Soviet help, 
which too often is the prelude 
to Soviet domination. It shows 
the free world’s ability to de- 
velop its resources and increase 
its living standards. It helps 
allied economies support need- 
ed military units and remain 
sturdy partners in this world- 
wide struggle. 

In the Federal Government's 


civilian activities, we shall have 


to make some tough choices. 
programs, while de- 
sirable, are not absolutely 
essential. In this I have 
reached a clear conclusion. 
While some savings may still 
be squeezed out through the 
wringer method, savings of 
the kind we need can come 
about only through cutting 
out or deferring entire cate- 
gories of activity. This will 
be one of the hardest and 
most distasteful tasks that 
the coming session of Con- 
gress must face, and pres- 
sure groups will wail in an- 


By whatever amount savings 
fail to equal the additional 
costs of security, our total ex- 
penditures will go up. Our 
people will rightly demand it. 
They will not sacrifice security 
worshipping a balanced budget. 
But we do not forget, either, 
that over the long term a bal- 
anced budget is one indispens- 
able aid in keeping our econ- 
omy and therefore our total 
security strong. 

Now, there is much more to 
the matter of security than 
spending money. There are 
also such things as the pro- 
fessional competence of our 
military leaders, the sound- 
ness and productivity of our 
economy, and above all, the 
spiritual strength of our nation. 

One thing money cannot buy 
is time. Frequently time is a 
more valuable coin than is 
money. 

It takes time for a tree to 
grow, for an idea to become 
an accomplishment, for a stu- 
dent to become a scientist. 

Time is a big factor in two 
longer-term problems: strength- 
ening our scientific education 
and our basic research. 

The Soviet Union now has— 
in the combined category of 
scientists and engineers — a 
greater number than the 
United States. And the So- 
viets are producing graduates 
in these fields at a much fast- 
er rate. 

Recent studies of the edu- 
cational standards of the So- 
viet Union show that this gain 
in quantity can no longer be 
considered offset by lack of 
quality. 

Disturbing Trend. 

This trend is disturbing. In- 
deed, according to my scien- 
tific. advisers, this is for the 
American people the most 
critical problem of all. This 
problem is above all others. 
We need scientists. In the next 
10 years, we will need them by 
the thousands. 

The Federal Government can 
deal with only part of this dif- 
ficulty, but it must do its 
part. The task is a co-opera- 
tive one. Federal, state and lo- 


cal governments, and our en- 
tire citizenry must all do their 
share. 

We should, among other 
things, have a system of nation- 
wide testing of high school stu- 
dents; a system of incentives 
for high-aptitude students to 
pursue scientific or professional 
studies: a program to stimulate 
good-quality teaching of math- 
ematics and science; provision 
of more laboratory facilities; 
and measures, including fellow- 
ships, to increase the output of 
qualified teachers. 

The biggest part of the task 
is in the hands of you, as citi- 
zens, This is National Educa- 
tion week. No matter how good 
your school is—and we have 
many excellent ones—I wish 
that every school board and 
every P.-T.A. would this week 
and this year make one single 
project their special order of 
business: to scrutinize your 
school’s curriculum and stand- 
ards to see whether they meet 
the stern demands of the era 
we are entering. 

As you do, remember that 
when a Russian graduates from 
high school he has had five 
years of physics, four years of 
chemistry, one year of astron- 
omy, five years of biology, 10 
years of mathematics through 
trigonometry, and five years 
of a foreign language. 

You know, I think that many 
of us have been a, little slow 
to realize that it is possible for 
almost everybody to share in 
science and engineering as an 
adventure. If we start early 
enough in school with mathe- 
matics, and chemistry, and 
physics, and botany, and if 
our teachers can make our 
young pupils see the real satis- 
faction in working at science, 
then our young people, even 
if they do not become scien- 
tists or engineers, will experi- 
ence a real excitement out of 
our growing America. 

Young people now in college 
must be equipped to live in the 


age of intercontinental ballistic | 


missiles. However, what will 
then be needed is not just en- 
gineers and scientists, but a 


people who will keep their’! 


heads and, in every field, lead- 
ers who can meet intricate hu- 
man problems with wisdom and 
courage. In _ short, 
need not only Einsteins, 
Washingtons and Emersons. 
Another long-term concern 
is for even greater concen- 
tration on pbasic research— 
that is, the kind that unlocks 
the secrets of nature and 
prepares the way for such 
great break-throughs as 
atomic fission, electronics 
and antibiotics.

At present, our basic re- 
compared with any 
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other country’s is considerably 
greater in quantity and cer 
tainly equal in quality. 

The warning lies in the fast 

rate of increase of the Soviet 
effort, and their obvious deter- 
mination to concentrate heavi- 
ly on basic research. 
_ The world will witness future 
discoveries even more startling 
than the discovery of nuclear 
fission. Will we be the ones to 
make them? 

Here again money cannot de 
everything. You cannot say to a 
research worker, “Your salary 
is tripled; now’ produce three 
times as many basic discover- 
ies.” 

But wise investment in such 
facilities as laboratories and 
high-energy accelerators can 
greatly increase the efficiency 
of our scientists. 

Research Stepped Up. 
The Government is stepping 
up its basic research programs. 
But, with 70 per cent of re- 
search expenditure, the biggest 
share of the job is in the hands 

of industry and private organi- 
zations. 

Right here in Oklahoma you 
have established a superb 
mechanism for the mobilization 
of needed resources to strength- 
en our pursuit of basic stientif- 
ic knowledge. It is the front- 
fers of science foundation. You 
have reason to be proud of it. 
I hope other states will follow 
your example. 

One final word: The goal we 
seek is peace with justice. This 
can come to our nation only as 
it comes to all. The world’s 
hope is that the Soviets will 
co-operate with all the rest of 
us in achieving this goal. Our 
defense effort, large as it is, 
goes only far enough to deter 
and defeat attack. 

We will never be an ag- 
gressor. We want adequate 
security. We want no more 
than adequacy. We will ac- 
cept nothing less. 

It has always been my faith 
that eventual triumph of de- 
cency and freedom in this 
world is inevitable. 

But, as a wise American once 
observed, it takes a lot of hard 
work and sacrifice by a lot of 
people to bring about the 
inevitable.

France again has a government. Because of 
“exhaustion rather than enthusiasm,” the Na- 
tional Assembly last week accepted the cabinet 
headed by 38-year-old Felix Gaillard. But the 
politicians themselves doubt that this regime 
can last very long. 

It is getting under way in the fashion set by 
its 24 predecessors since the war’s end—with a 
burst of legislative support for stop-gap meas- 
ures. Mr. Gaillard seems assured of authority to 
make a big loan from the Bank of France and to 
seek new foreign loans. Police powers prob- 
ably will be renewed for dealing with the Al- 
gerian revolt. 

Stop-gaps, however, will not be enough for 
long. The leaders of virtually all French par- 
ties know that sacrifices must be made. There 
probably would be little disagreement on this 
at the “round table” of party leaders which the 
new premier proposes as a kind of unofficial 
branch of the government to keep the leaders 
informed of problems and proposed solutions. 

This set-up suggests Mr. Gaillard’s back- 
ground. He comes from that bureaucracy of ex- 
perts which is supposed to keep French affairs 
moving, premier or no premier. He is a respect- 
ed financial expert. But he is now in -politics 
as party leaders always have been. It is not 
what these men know or want which governs 
their votes, but what they know their followers 
—especially the extreme wings of their parties 
—want. 

Mr. Gaillard may be strengthened in his shaky 
position by the warning of the Organization for 
European Economic Co-operation that France's 
failure to firm up the economy is depriving the 
nation of the benefits of the European common 


he would appear to be sponsoring any plans Sec- 
retary Dulles chose to propose. Instead, he will 
offer comment on the Administration program 
as it develops, and finally will “do missionary 
work” for those parts which he approves. If 
Mr. Dulles is not interested in this kind of ar- 
rangement, he can let it wither on the vine, and 
in that case, no doubt, Gov. Stevenson will be 
absent from the Paris conference. 

It is very much to be hoped, however, that 
Secretary Dulles in approaching Gov. Stevenson 
was genuinely interested in getting advice and 
in advancing a truly bipartisan foreign policy. 
In that event he can be expected to make the 
most of the arrangement, and give Gov. Steven- 
son a real voice in the critical decisions. The 
natural result of this kind of relationship would 
be a policy for the NATO conference of real bi- 
partisan inspiration—something the Eisenhower 
Administration has avoided for five years—and 
for such a policy Gov. Stevenson might stand 
sponsor personally in Paris. 

We are glad that Gov. Stevenson found a way 
to join hands with the Administration while at 
the same time maintaining his independence. 
The case for stopping party politics at the 
water’s edge was never stronger than it is now. 
He has done his bit to mobilize national ener- 
gies across party lines behind a faltering lead- 
ership—all the more creditably because he does 
it at some political risk to himself. Now it is 
up to the Administration to make its co-opera- 
tion with the Democratic leader meaningful.

Something Foolish 

A Lexington (Ky.) woman’s will has left $1000 
to a legatee “to spend foolishly,” and while we 
do not know the specifics of this individual case, 
in general it seems a good idea. Most of one’s 
life necessarily must be devoted to learning 
how to spend wisely, and most of one’s money— 
let us hope—is so spent. But while this is provi- 
dent, on occasion it can also be dull, particularly 
if pushed to extremes. Everyone, we should 
think, needs to do a little spending now and 
again altogether foolishly, whether the sum 
is $1000, or $100, or $0.10. def 

How to spend such a sum as $1000 foolishly? 
Preferably on something one cannot afford. A 
luxury. Something expensive, and not too use- 
ful. A knicknack, a frippery, an anything at 
all that will stand as a reminder that at one 
moment in the midst of solemnities, responsibili- 
ties and necessary precautions, the owner there- 
of kicked up his heels and felt a million years 
young. 

Unfortunately, objects so purchased often 
prove turncoats, and become among one’s most 
valuable possessions, serving as no end of a 
chirker-upper in any number of assorted nicks 
of time. But this must only be regarded as 
part of the wider disillusioning that goes on as 
we grow older, One bent on spending some- 
thing foolishly can do no more than his best, 
and pick out something that looks foolish 
enough at the moment.

Battle of Virginia, one of the 
long list of solid conservatives who 
have served that state, the section 
where segregation is a social tradition 
will have its interpreter. It is a bal- 
anced and distinguished group.

Constructive Choices 


There has been some criticism of 
the President for the delay in naming 
the members of the Civil Rights Com- 
mission created last summer by Con- 
gress. His explanation was that he was 
trying to get the best available men 
for the job and that this could not be 
done overnight. The appointments now 
have been announced, and we think 
the stature of the men chosen fully 
justifies the time that has been de- 
voted to persuading them to serve. 

The usefulness of such an under- 
taking necessarily is determined large- 
ly by the caliber of the men assigned 
to it. In our judgment, the President 
has chosen well, and the country, we 
think, can expect constructive results 
to flow from the work of this commis- 
sion, headed by former Supreme Court 
Justice Stanley Reed. 


Norfolk Virginian-Pilot: 
An American Dilemma 

This is a balanced commission in 
the political sense, and its attitude 
remains to be disclosed. Under the 
controversial Civil Rights Act, which 
was much amended and much diluted 
before passage, the commission is em- 
powered “to investigate allegations, 
under oath or affirmation, that certain 
citizens of the United States are being 
deprived of their right to vote and 
have their vote counted by reason of 
their race, color, religion or national 
origin.” Any legal action that may 
be taken under the Civil Rights Act 
is limited to the denial of voting rights. 

The commission is directed, in addi- 
tion, to study the denial of “equal 
protection of the law under the Con- 
stitution” as to other civil rights, but 
recommendations and appraisals, and 
not legal prosecutions, will result. 

Other commissions that have studied 


Stanley F. Reed, the chairman, is 
widely regarded as the most reluctant 
of the nine justices who handed down 
the unanimous 1954 ruling against 
racial segregation in the public schools. 
The indications are now that any vig- 
orous implementation of the civil 
rights statute will not be his style. 

As if to make certain that there 
should be a minimum of action and a 
maximum of talk within the group, Ike 
has also named former Gov. John S. 
Battle of Virginia, a well-known anti- 
integrationist. Although not a fire- 
eating racist, his record hardly sug- 
gests that his attitude will be less 
than obstructionist. Battle has already 
defined himself as a spokesman of the 
“strong Southern view.” 

What troubles us in all this is the 
President’s tendency to regard segre- 
gationists and integrationists with fine 
impartiality, and to regard those who 
would enforce the law of the land as 
“extremist” counterparts of those who 
would overthrow it. His favorite char- 
acters are those who are lukewarm; 
that is the commission’s temperature. 


The Washington Post: 
A Herculean Task 


In setting up the new Civil Rights 
Commission, the President sought men 
of national reputation and a judicial 
turn of mind who would represent the 
“spectrum of American opinion” on 
civil rights. Taken as a whole, his ap- 
pointments admirably meet these re- 
quirements. All are men of distinction, 
good faith and broad experience in 
the field of human relations. Whether 
a body so chosen can make an appreci- 
able contribution to the protection and 
promotion of-civil rights, however, is 
a question that only experience can 
answer. 

The chairman of the group, Stanley 
F. Reed, has the great advantage of a 
judicial background as well as a mod- 
erate point of view. He was an active 
member of the court when it held 
segregation in the public schools to be 
unconstitutional, but as a Kentuckian 
he is well acquainted with the racial 
problems of the South. Under his 
guidance, the commission may be ex- 
pected to conduct its studies and in- 
vestigations with dignity and fairness. 

As the commission has less than two 
years of life, the scope of its hearings 
and other activities must necessarily 
be limited. It might well begin by 
looking into cases of denial of equal 
protection in the North. But if it is 
to make the most of its opportunity, 
it will have to concentrate on the 
major areas of racial discrimination in 
American life and devise ways and 
means of seeking improvement. It will 
necessarily have to do this with re- 
straint and understanding of local 
mores as well as firm adherence to 
the basic principle of equality before 
the law. 


If these six men can halt the present 
drift into worsened race relations and 
at the same time point the way to 
better enforcement of civil rights, they 
will earn niches beside our most dis- 
tinguished statesmen.

COMMON-SENSE ECONOMICS, by Gil- 
M. Tucker. (The Stackpole Co.,

The title of this book promises more 
than the text fulfills.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 — 
The Pentagon announced last 
night a new policy on basic re- 
search which might double mili- 
tary spending on scientific in- 
vestigation. 

In a new directive supplant- 
ing a five-year-old statement 
on basic research, Defense 


Secretary Neil H. McElroy em- 
phasized that “long-term plan- 
ning and funding’ was vital to 
sustained and fruitful work to 
“increase knowledge in sci- 
ence.” 

He nledged that the Penta- 
gon’s assistant secretary of de- 
fense for research and engi- 
neering ‘“‘will insure that the 
military research and engineer- 
ing program appropriately re- 
flects this (new) policy and the 
stated principles in its sup- 
port.” 

Investigative Work Stressed. 

Dr. Orr E. Reynolds, of the 
office of science in the research 
and engineering department, 
caid the new policy was in- 
tended “to stress somewhat 
more the importance of basic 
research.” 

In the policy directive, such 
research was defined as “that 
tvpe which is directed toward 
increase of knowledge in sci- 
ence,” in which “the primary 
aim of the investigator is a 
fuller knowledge or under- 
standing of the subject under 
study.” 

Dr. Reynolds said the De- 
partment of Defense now is 
spending between $80,000,000 
and $90,000,000 annually on 
basic research. He said he 
“hopes” the new policy will re- 


sult in a “substantial  in- 
crease” in such outlays, al- 
though “probably not more 


than twice as much. 

He said Pentagon scientists 
and consulting groups now are 
studying “how much more can 
profitably be spent” and in 
what fields of science addi- 


tional effort should be _ ex- 
pended. He said that all the 
various groups have recom- 


mended increased spending. An 
associate of Dr. Reynolds said 
additional money could be 
spent on further investigation 
in such scientific fields as 
medicine and electronics. 
‘Essential Research.’ 

In his new policy directive. 
McElroy said “basic research 
represents an essential ingredi- 
ent in potential military power, 
as opposefl to military:-power 
in being 

“It comprehends new facts 
and discovers new laws which 
lead to teltcnological improve+ 
ments for all aspects of na- 
tional well-being. 

“Without.an adequate under- 
pinning of imaginative re- 


search for the development of |

new equipment, material 
weapons, a nation’s defense 
posture will continually weak- 
en.” 

Repeating several times that 
basic research programs de- 
mand “sustained financial sup- 
port.” McElroy’ said — such 
amounts are small in compari- 
son with the cost of more ad- 
vanced research and develop- 
ment work

Bonnie Dewes Chose Career as ‘Closest Thing to Show Business’

se Biinto a DEWES, who went 


into advertising because it 

was “the closest thing to 
show business,” will be the star 
of the show tonight. She will re- 
ceive the title of St. Louis Ad- 
vertising Woman of the Year 
at a dinner in her honor at 
Hotel Chase. 


Next spring, she will be the 
candidate of the Women’s Ad- 
vertising Club of St. Louis for 
the Advertising Federation of 
America’s national award to 
the Advertising Woman of the 
Year. Two of her predecessors, 
Bea Adams and Joan Gardner, 
brought this award to St. Louis 
and Miss Dewes’ chances for a 
repeat performance look bright. 
But in typical fashion, Bonnie 
—the most natural would-be 
actress you could imagine— 
doesn’t dramatize her big mo- 
ment but kids about it. 


“My mother said the only 
thing this award meant was 
that my job was safe until 
Nov. 14,” she laughs. 

Her job at D’Arcy Advertis- 
ing Co. has been safe for some 
time. Her boss, Marvin Mc- 
Queen, terms her “a competent, 
level-headed, hard-working ex- 
ecutive, an admixture of the 
creative person and good busi- 
ness woman, who always uses 
excellent judgment.”

years ago. The chance to han- 
dle this show was probably her 
biggest Step up the ladder and 
Miss Dewes thinks it came 
about because she has been 
stage struck all her life. 

She had a wholesome up- 
bringing as one of seven chil- 
dren in a South Side Catholic 
family. Her early theatrical ex- 
perience was gained in plays at 
St. Elizabeth’s Academy, Lest 
you try to figure out what 
saint is named Bonnie, it’s not 
Boniface; her name, now legal- 
ized, was the result of a sis- 
ter’s lisping attempt at “Ber- 
nice.” 

Her father owned a printing 
company and the family lived, 
as they still do, in St. Pius 
parish. Bonnie -went to Mary- 
ville College where she be- 
longed to the Cue and Wig 
club, headed the athletic asso- 
ciation, and served as secre- 
tary to the big annual college 
horse show. It wasn’t until 
she'd been at D’Arcy a while 
that she found how important 
this last activity had been. 

“They told me they hired 
me,’ she says, “because they

For a while, she considered 
theater as a career, but a trip 
to New York convinced her 
she'd “rather eat than starve,” 
and she returned to college to 
prepare for a more economical- 
ly sound career in advertising. 

She trained for two summers 
as apprentice to advertising 
woman Helen Seevers, then 
went to D’Arcy and told them 
she'd like to be a copywriter. 
They nodded understandingly 
and gave her a job in the mar- 
ket research department. 

“I spent my first day color- 
ing charts for Coca-Cola,” she 
recalls.

Bouillabaisse, New Orleans Style 


By Hoyt Alden 


HACKERAY once wrote a 
Z poem in praise of the bouil- 

labaise as made in Mar- 
seilles. Others swear by the 
bouillabaise as once made by 
Broussard in New Orleans, still 
others by that of Louie Marino 
in New York’s Fulton Fish 
Market. 

The general idea back of all 
is the same, but the proce- 
dures and to some extent the 
ingredients quite often differ. 
The difference in the latter 
may be due to the difficulty 
of obtaining the right kind of 
fish at the right time. For 
instance, some of the older and 
better recipes call for things 
like eel, which aren't easily 
come by, especially in inland 
cities. 

Anyway, here’s the recipe for 
the dish as it used to be made 
in New Orleans. You should 
have five different kinds of 
firm-fleshed fish, such as sea 
bass, striped bass, red snap- 
per, cod and eel. Otherwise, 
get what you can that’s in sea- 
son—haddock and whiting, for 
instance—or you can get frozen 
fish. In any event, you will 
need a pound and a half each 
of five kinds. You should be 
glad this isn’t the original 
Marseilles version, which called 
for squid, periwinkle and soft 
clams. 

Now push two quarts of 
canned tomatoes through a 
sieve. Don’t use tomato juice. 
In a heavy pot put five table- 
spoons of olive oil. In this, 
brown three thinly sliced large 
onions and four thinly sliced 
green peppers. Then add the 
tomato. Let it all cook to- 
gether for 15 minutes, not too 
fast. 

Have ready a bouquet made 
of a bay leaf, a fourth of a 
teaspoon of thyme, an eighth 
of a teaspoon of mace and 
some sprigs of fresh parsley, 
tied up in a cloth. Add this 
to the liquid. Then comes the 
laying on of the fish. 


Have the fish cut in slices 
an inch and a half thick, and 
lay the slices in the pot gently. 
Then, on top of the fish, ar- 
range a pound of shrimp 
which has been boiled and 

eeled. On top of the shrimp 
ay two medium lobsters 
that have been boiled and cut 
in portions. Shell and all. 

On top of the lobsters, place 
four hard-shell crabs boiled 
and quartered, or the equiva- 
lent in crab meat, and then 24 
large, raw oysters. 


Cover this and let it cook 
over a gentle flame for 20 to 
25 minutes. Give it an occa- 
sional, gentle, loving stir. 
While it’s cooking, crush a big 
clove of garlic and mix it with 
a half cup of olive oil. Pour 
this over the fish mixture and 
let it cook another 10 minutes. 

Then add a pint of white 
wine, into which has been 
stirred a fourth of a teaspoon 


of saffron. Test the mixture 
for salt and pepper and use 
accordingly. hen douse it 


generously with paprika. 

Let it cook for another 15 
minutes. Have ready plenty 
of hot, buttered toast and serve 
the bouillabaisse thereon. 

There are recipes for dishes 
called bouillabaise that can be 
made quicker and easier and 
with fewer ingredients, but 
they’re just called bouillabaisse.

E realize that when you 
W get into the subject of 

chowders, you get on thin 
ice. Without being dogmatic 
about it, we'd like simply to 
submit this recipe for a home 
style oyster chowder we think 
you'll like. 


Put three generous table- 
spoons of butter in a saucepan 
and put into it four tablespoons 
of chopped onion, three table- 
spoons of minced celery and 
half a cup of minced carrots. 
Let the vegetables steam in the 
butter until they begin to get 
tender. 


Now drain the liquor from a 
pint of oysters. Strain the 
liquor through a double cheese- 
cloth and save it. Then chop 
the oysters and put them in the 
butter with the vegetables. Add 
two cups of diced, cooked po- 
tatoes. Then add a quart of 
cold, whole milk and season it 
all with a teaspoon of salt and 
a fourth of a teaspoon of pep- 
per. Bring it all very slowly 
to the boiling point. Very 
slowly. Mix four tablespoons 
of flour with cold water to a 
paste and then thin it a little 


with the oyster liquor. Add it 
to the chowder and stir until 
it thickens. When you serve 
it, sprinkle a little minced par- 
sley on top.

HILE we're on the sub- 
W ject, a classic among soups 
is the famous Philadelphia 
pepperpot. Even in Philadel- 
phia you'll find more than one 
recipe, but here’s one from an 
old Philadelphia dining room: 

Dice one onion, one green 
pepper, two leeks and a fourth 
of a cup of celery, and saute 
them all in four tablespoons of 
butter. Then add three table- 
spoons of flour, blending it in 
well. Then gradually pour in 
five cups of veal broth, stirring 
all the time. Then a fourth 
of a pound of diced, cooked 
tripe. 

Let it come to a boil and 
then add three cups of diced 
potatoes. Season it with a 
pinch of black pepper, a little 
cayenne and a pinch each of 
thyme and marjoram. Salt to 
taste and then sprinkle in a 
tablespoon of chopped parsley, 
Let it simmer 10 or 15 minutes, 
and serve it hot.

Bermuda Visit 


By Leonard Hall 


HAMILTON, Bermuda. 
HE SMALL British island of Bermuda, which lies in 
mid-Atlantic some 750 miles southeast of New York 
and 1000 miles to the northeast of Miami, has many 
things of interest and beauty to recommend it to Amer- 


icans. If we had to de- 
scribe the essence of 
Bermuda in a_ single 
word, however, the word 
would certainly be “hos- 
_pitality.” Although this 
is undoubtedly an impor- 
tant characteristic in an 
island that depends large- 
ly upon revenue from 
visitors throughout the 
year, the unfailing friend- 
liness and courtesy which 
we experienced in our 
short stay seemed some- 
thing entirely different 
from the attentions nor- 
mally paid to the tourist. 
We left New York from 
Idlewild, the big Inter- 
national Airport, on a 
cloudy Sunday morning. 
Despite the fact that the 
Bermuda season is not 
considered at its peak in November, the big airliner carried 
a capacity load with a high percentage of honeymooners— 
and all of the brides wore orchids. Immediately on leaving 
the airport our ship climbed through the broken clouds into 
sunlight at 18,000 feet; and thereafter, as we winged south- 
ward, the captain gave us encouraging reports on the 
weather. We were delighted with this, because Bermuda 
had been experiencing several days of torrential rains which 
were quite unusual for the season. Precipitation ‘for the 
first few days of November, in fact, had been the heaviest 
in the history of the island’s weather bureau. Yet this was 
not an unmixed blessing, since Bermuda depends entirely 
upon rain-water collected in cisterns from roofs and ‘“‘catch- 
ments” built on the sides of its hills.

THE 750-MILE FLIGHT takes only two and a half 
hours—just long enough for the three_stewardesses to serve 
luncheon to the 100 or so passengers—and it was early 
afternoon when we spotted the first fishing boats and 
shallow-water reefs which surround the island. A few mo- 
ments later we came gliding in through bright sunshine to 
a perfect landing on the runways of the Civil Air Terminal 
adjoining the great United States Kindley Air Force Base 
that flanks Castle Harbor. This occupies a large island 
which is part of St. George’s Parish. 
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AWAITING US at the airport was Louis Mowbray, 
head of the local Audubog Society and curator of the very 
fine Government aquarium and museum. With his help we 
quickly cleared the Customs and were off in his small car 
for ‘“‘Leeholme,” the residence of Patricia Browne and her 
mother who were to be our hosts for the first days of our 
stay. Incidentally, it is only during the past few years that 
automobiles, motor bikes and scooters have been allowed in 
Bermuda. There are now many of these vehicles; however, 
all of the cars are of the small British and European variety, 
the speed limit is 20 miles an hour and driving is to the 
left as in England. Before motors, all transportation on the 
island was by bicycle or horse and carriage and one of the 
things that brought about the changeover was the tremen- 
dous difficulty of feeding the large horse population during 
the last war. 
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I THINK THAT before detailing our Bermuda experi- 
ences, a word about the islands is in order. There are 
actually more than 100 of them in the group and the largest 
ones are joined together by causeways so that they actually 
form a single unit. The total land area is about 22 square 
miles and the population is 44,000. This doesn’t sound like 
many people but it amounts to a population density of 
2000 to the square mile, which is many times that of the 
United States. Because practically the entire land surface 
of the area is used for residential purposes, however, Ber- 
muda does not seem especially crowded. One bit of history 
interesting to Americans is that the people of Bermuda 
supplied Gen. George Washington with 100 tons of gun- 
powder at a time when the Revolutionary Army was hard 
pressed for ammunition. 


THE SEAT OF GOVERNMENT is the city of Hamilton, 
although an older settlement is the town of St. George at 
the eastern tip of the archipelago. Even Hamilton, how- 
ever, gives much more the feeling of a pleasant small town 
than a city. After a day or two in Bermuda, you find your- 
self very much at home on the streets, in the shops and 
along the waterfront. Bermuda does not give quite the 
feeling of the tropics that one experiences throughout the 
islands of the Carribean. Yet summer lasts here from April 
until mid-November and many flowers bloom the year- 
round. Maximum summer temperatures run to the mid-80s 
while those of mid-winter may drop to the low 60s. Like 
islands farther to the south, fruits and flowering trees and 
plants brought here from many parts of the world have 
adapted themselves. Bananas, all of the citrus fruits and 
countless others that are strangers to America are found 
here. Yet as we said in the:opening paragraph of this 


column, it is the people of Bermuda who constitute its 
greatest asset and make a visit here worthwhile.

Nathan Leopold's Own Story 


Clemency Grant Raises Parole Hopes 


Leopold Tells of Hearing, Cut in Term to 85 Years—Letters for Help Bring Response 


Tenth installment in Nath- 
an Leopold’s own story. Leo- 
pold has been summoned to 
a hearing before the Pardon 
Board on a petition for exec- 
utive clemency.

IVE newspaper reporters 
F were present, and Warden 

Ragen stood behind my 
chair throughout the interview. 
One of the board members, 
who I learned later was Mr. 
Gross, asked me to be seated. 
My mouth was dry; nervously 
I crossed my legs. But within 
two minutes Mr. Gross had put 
me entirely at my ease. His 
questioning was kindly; quite 
evidently he realized the strain 
under which I was laboring. 

Mr. Gross asked routine 
questions at first: my age, how 
long I had been in prison, 
where I was now assigned. But 
once I had possession of my- 
self again, he went thorough- 
ly and exhaustively: into the 
various facets of my term in 
prison. And he seemed to ask 
just the very questions that I 
was eager to answer: about my 
various assignments: the li- 
brary, the school, the Sociolog- 
ical Office. 

At one point another board 
member, Mr. Chapman, inter- 
rupted to ask whether I had 
not corresponded with Prof. 
Einstein. For a moment I won- 
dered how he could know this; 
then I realized that it must 
have been mentioned at the 
Springfield hearing. I told him 
that Dr. Einstein had once writ- 
ten me in reply to a request 
for guidance in my reading in 
mathematical physics and that, 
some years later, he had been 
kind enough to read and criti- 
cize my paper on causality. 

Now Mr. Gross came to the 
malaria project. He asked 
about that in detail. I an- 
swered his questions as well as 
I could. He pointed out that I 
had made only very brief men- 
tion of the matter in my peti- 
tion, and he and_e£ =several 
other members directed me to 
file an amendment to the peti- 
tion, setting forth in detail just 
what part I had taken, in the 
malaria experiments. This I 
drew up and submitted the 
very next day. 

Next, Mr. Gross went into 
the state of my health. The 
newspapers had carried lurid 
stories about my heart attacks 
and my kidney trouble and had 
attributed both to malaria. I 
admitted that I had had two 
coronary occlusions and that I 
apparently had chronic kidney 
disease. Mr. Gross asked me 
pointblank whether I thought 
they were the result of the 
malaria experiments. I an- 
swered that I did not think 
a person without medical train- 
ing was qualified to answer 
that qucstion—that I had been 
assured by one of the doctors 
that they were not connected. 
Finally, he asked what plans I 
had in the event of my release. 
I replied that I had no definite, 
specific plans but that I had 
the assurance of my family 
that adequate provision would 
be made, both for my employ- 
ment in some useful job satis- 
factory to the board, and for 
any financial aid necessary for 
my support. 

. a . 

INALLY, Mr. Gross turned 
F tc me and asked whether I 

had anything to say. I 
thanked him and said, “It is a 
little hard to try to condense 
25 years into 25 minutes. This 
is the first time in the 25 
years that I have ever applied 
for clemency or parole, and 
this time it is at the direction 
of the board. 

“IT should like to say that 
when I came here I was 19— 
not old enough to vote or to 
make a valid contract. Now I 
am 44. I feel that I have ma- 
tured. I was a wild, irrespon- 
sible kid when I came here. At 
least I am not a kid any more. 

“T have tried to keep my 
mind active and channeled into 
constructive activities. I am 
proud of my work in the prison 
school, and on the malaria 
project, and in X-ray. I have 
never interrupted my _ studies 
and have tried to keep abreast 
of the outside world by reading 
and studying. With the help of 
some of my good friends I have 
been able to do so. 

“As to my future, if the 
board is inclined to reward me, 
I have no definite or specific 
information, but I have assur- 
ance from my family that they 
will take care of me and will 
find suitable employment for 
me. 

“T realize that there was 
great publicity in my case. I 
hope that this will not prevent 
me from receiving the same 
consideration as the other men 
on the malaria project. That

men. Thank you.” 

I left the hearing with a 
sense of great relief that it was 
over. The questioning had been 
most kindly and most intelli- 
gent. I was very grateful for 
the considerate way I had been 
handled, and I felt that I had 
made a reasonably good im- 
pression. My case was the last 
one heard before the recess for 
dinner. I learned later that the 
members had remained in the 
conference room for half an 
hour after I left and had gone 
to Warden Ragen’s apartment 
for dinner. 

At the dinner table, discus- 
sion about my case continued. 
One of the members asked the 


warden. “What do you think 
about it, Joe?” Warden Ragen 
replied, “As far as I’m con- 


cerned, you could parole that 
fellow tomorrow. I don’t think 
you'd be taking any chance, 
and I can’t see that any fur- 
ther purpose would be served 
in keeping him locked up.” 

I heard about it next day— 
sometimes people forget that 
servants are not inanimate, 
like pieces of furniture, and I 
had a friend working in the 
warden’s apartment. I was 
overwhelmed. That the warden 
should feel that way and, above 
all, that he should speak 
so unequivocally was more 
than I had dared hope for. His 
Word, I knew, would carry 
great weight. 

Now began a long period of 
waiting. May and June passed, 
July and August, and most of 
September. The board is in re- 
cess during the summer 
months; when the first of July 
passed without a decision, I 
knew that it would be autumn 
before we heard anything. The 
board met Sept. 22. I had a 
hunch that my case would be 
decided at this meeting and 
that if it were, I might not 
have to wait until the parole 
papers were distributed, that 
the result might be given-out 
publicly. There is no radio in 
the X-ray room, so I went 
back to my sleeping quarters 
to listen to the 5:45 p.m. news. 
I lay down on my bed and put 
the radio earphones on. For 13 
minutes nothing about my 
case came over. Then, at two 
minutes to six, just as the an- 
nouncer prepared to begin the 
commercial, he said excitedly: 
“Oh! oh! Here’s a bulletin from 
Springfield. The Parole Board 
has announced that the sen- 
tence of Nathan Leopold has 
been commuted. He will be eli- 
gible for parole in January 
1953.” Then he had to sign 
off. 

I sat down and figured what 
this meant. In January 1953, I 
would have served 28 years 
and four months. That is one- 
third of 85 years. So my 
sentence must have been com- 
muted to 85 years. Later news- 
casts confirmed this. My 99- 
year sentence had, _ indeed, 
been commuted to 85 years; 


touched. This meant that I 
should be eligible for parole 
four and a half years earlier 
than I should have been with- 
out the cut. But there still 
was no maximum limit to my 
sentence. 

My family and friends were 
jubilant. Why else should the 
cut have been granted? It must 
be the intention to release me 
then. There was almost a moral 
obligation to do so. For if I 
were not to be released then, 
the cut was the cruelest ges- 
ture possible. To make me eli- 
gible for parole earlier as a 
reward, and then to fail to im- 
plement my eligibility would 
be meaningless and unworthy 
of the State of Illinois. I 
wasn’t nearly so confident. 
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INALLY it was New Year's 
F 1952 and now my parole 

hearing was only a year 
away. It was hard for me to 
realize that at long last my re- 
lease was being seriously con-- 
sidered. I had spent nearly 28 
of my 47 years in prison—in 
some ways it seemed as if.I had 
been born there. And during 
most of those years, the matter 
of my eventual release, when I 
thought of it at all, was only a 
vague, golden possibility, some- 
time in the remote future. In- 
deed, until the malaria proj- 
ect in 1945, that possibility had 
been so remote that it hardly 
seemed worthwhile to spend 
much time thinking about it. 
But now my chances of free- 
dom seemed reasonably good. 
At least the question would be 
seriously weighed. And the 
fact that Gov. Stevenson had 
reduced my sentence to 85 
years must mean something. 
Surely the State would not re- 
ward me with one hand and 
draw back the reward with 
the other. 

Certainly it was high time 
for me to give very serious 
thought to the matter and to 
do whatever I could to increase 
the chances of a favorable de- 
cision. First was the matter of 
placing before the Parole 
Board any evidence I could 
marshal of my activities in 
prison and of the profound 
change in my character and 
personality, which I knew had 
taken place. How could I 
bring to the board evidence of 
the enormous difference be- 
tween the middle-aged man I 
am today and the irresponsible, 
emotionally immature boy I 
had been when I _ entered 
prison? It is more of a prob- 
lem than it seems at first 
blush. 

It seemed to me that my 
main reliance must be upon 
people I had known during my 
years in prison. And there 
were a good number of such 
people. There was the former 
Catholic chaplain, Father Weir, 
for instance, who had known 
me intimately for 21 years. I 
was sure he would not fail me.

Unfortunately, both the Prot- 
estant chaplains for whom Il 
had worked were dead. But 
there were the professors of 
sociology and other profession- 
al people with whom I- had 
worked and come into contact 
in connection with the school 
and the Sociological Office. 
There were at least two psy- 
chiatrists, no longer connected 
with the State, who knew me 
well. There was Miss Williams, 
the educator with whom I had 
corresponded for 22 years 
about the school and who had 
visited me a number of times. 
And there were many others: 
foremen who had been em- 
ployed at the. institution, déc- 
tors who knew me from the 
malaria project or from the 
X-ray laboratory, a rabbi who 
had been visiting chaplain 
years ago, and the rabbi who 
was now chaplain. 

It seemed to me even more 
important to get opinions of 
this sort into the record be- 
cause I knew in advance that 
there would be tremendous 
publicity attendant on my 
hearing. And, unfortunately, it 
has been my experience that 
the violent anti’s of the world 
are precisely the people who 
sit down at once and pen a 
letter of protest. There are, I 
hoped and believed, a good 
many folks who are more char- 
itably inclined—people who, 
because of my youth at the 
time of the commission of my 
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crime, the fact that I had 
served 28 years in prison, and 
what evidence of rehabilita- 
tion I had been able to show, 
feel that I should be given 
another chance. But such peo- 
ple, unfortunacely, usually are 
content merely to voice their 
opinions to their friends. and 
do not, unless specifically re- 
quested, put them on record. 
The result is that of a given 
number of letters received by 
the Parole Board, a larger pro- 
portion is opposed to my pa- 
role than would be true of a 
cross section of public opinion.

HERE were great difficul- 
T ties in the way of asking 

help from these people. In- 
mates are permtited to write 
but one letter a week, and 
every second one of my letters 
was pledged to Miss Williams. 
So 1 would be able to write 
only about 25 letters before 
my hearing. Worse than that, 
the institutional rules provide 
that a con may write only to 
those persons who are on his 
“list of correspondents.” Since 
all my letters over the years 
had gone to a very small num- 
ber of individuals—the mem- 
bers of my family and a hand- 
ful of friends—there were 
very few people to whom |! 
could write without special 
permission, So I wrote a letter 
to Warden Ragen, explaining 
the circumstances and request- 
ing permission to write some 
30 or 40 individuals to whom 
I had not previously written. I 
told him that all the letters 
would be confined to the 
single matter of asking aid at 
my parole hearing. Forttnate- 
ly, all the people I listed were 
highly respected citizens, many 
of them highly placed. After 
investigation, the warden not 
only approved the list, but 
granted me six special letters 
a month, for six months, to be 
devoted to this purpose. 


The response to my requests 
for help was very gratifying. 
Some few of the people I 
wrote did not feel that they 
were qualified to express an 
opinion. That is entirely under- 
standable; I cannot blame any- 
one for not wishing to inject 
himself into so highly contro- 
versial a matter. I only Wish 
that more people on the other 
side of .the fence had similar 
inhibitions. A very few did not 
answer my letter at all. But the 
overwhelming majority of the 
people I approached complied 
with my request and seemed 
glad to do so. There are some 
pretty wonderful people in the 
world! Some of the letters sent 
to the board in my behalf were 
splendid. I am truly grateful 


to all those who were kind 
enough to record their opin- 
ions. It took real courage, as 


well as genuine charity, to go 
on record in what might prove 


to be a very unpopular cause.

The doctor's strong bidding 
was to fight an East-West part 
score and Head, who could not 
support his partner’s second 
suit, got into the argument 
with his no-trump call. When 
doubled he could have escaped 
to three clubs but decided not 
to. It was a winning decision, 
for while three clubs is a bet- 
ter contract (North can take 
eight or nine tricks) the de- 
fense fell apart against two no- 
trump and Head was allowed 
to make it plus an overtrick 
for 590 points. 

If the defenders play their 
cards right, they can defeat 
Head two tricks, doubled, for 
300 points, winning four dia- 
monds, two hearts and a club. 

West opened the seven of 
hearts and East won the king 
and ace and continued a low 
heart, declarer winning with 
the nine. West discarded the 
eight of diamonds. South led 
the queen of clubs which East 
took at once with the ace and 
returned a low diamond which 
went to West's king. 

Here West could have cashed 
the ace of diamonds and played 
a diamond back to East’s queen 
for a one-trick set, but instead 
he tried to establish a spade 


trick, leading the 10. Dummy’s 
jack covered, East played low 
and the jack held the trick. 


Head now led a low spade to 
his ace and cashed the good 
jack of hearts. 

Now he led a low club and 
went right up with dummy’s 
king, catching East’s jack. He 
did not attempt a finesse of the 
10 of clubs because when East 
took the club queen with his 
ace, Cecil placed him with ace- 
jack alone. Had East held ace- 
small, he would have ducked 
the first ¢lub lead in an at- 
tempt to cut off the suit. De-

Nebr. It had been some years 
since I had been there, and it 
was pleasant to find, instead 
of the cold we had in Milwau- 
kee, a sunny, more-or-less 
warm day. 


Soon after our arrival there 
I had a press conference, and 
was asked one question which 
* am a li*le surpr’sed has not 
peen asked more often. It is: 
“Has the discovery that the 
Soviets may be scientifically 
ahead of the United States 
made a difference in the feel- 
ing of our Allies?” 

I think it is fairly obvious 
that our Allies must all feel 
less well-protected, since they 
counted on the United States 
for leadership. They felt we 
had the latest nuclear weapons 
had a nuclear war broken out 
and we would have protected 
them. Now they know this is 
not true, and that is bound to 
shake the confidence they had 
in the United States. 

Even more serious, I think, 
is the possible effect in the un- 
committed countries of our 
failure to keep up in the scien- 
tific world. These countries 
now are neutral but may de- 
cide at any time either to be a 
part of the free world or turn 
completely int: the Soviet 
orbit. 

This is where the challenge 
lies for the future and where 
we are forced to make some 
rather dramatic gain. Neutral 
countries have always felt that 
this was one field in which the 
United States could outdistance 
the Soviets. To find this is 
not so probably has shaken 
their faith in American know- 
how considerably.
